GRADES. 

We  grade  carefully.  In  some  cases  by  caliper. and  others  by  height.  When  by  both,  the 
caliper  must  govern.  The  lower  number  is  included,  but  the  higher  number  excluded.  For  in- 
stance, in  a grade  of  4 to  5 feet  trees,  4 feet  trees  are  included,  but  5 feet  trees  go  into  the  next 
grade  higher,  and  likewise  when  calipered.  If  plump  5 feet  trees  are  wanted,  the  order  must  be 
from  five  to  six  feet. 

When  desired,  we  will  send  samples. 

Use  the  “Nurseryman’s  Telegraphic  Code”  in  telegraphing. 

We  pack  all  stock  in  the  most  thorough  manner,  for  which  a moderate  charge  (sufficient  to 
cover  cost)  will  be  made.  Boxes  packed  and  paper-lined  will  be  charged  as  follows:
